BYU has set a record for Spring 
enrollment and administrators are 
working to find out the reasons for the 
increase. 

With 11,133 students attending 
this term, records from the Institu- 
tional Studies Department indicate 
BYU has a record Spring attendance. 

The enrollment figures are up al- 
most 13 percent from last year, Reg- 
istrar Gene Priday said. 

Tom Gourley, director of BYU Ad- 
missions, said a Spring/Summer 
terms committee was formed during 
the Fall/Winter semesters to promote 
taking classes during the summer. 
The committee implemented commu- 
nications to students such as posters, 
news articles and a letters from Presi- 
dent Lee sent to each student, en- 
couraging Spring/Summer classes. 

Gourley said a study is currently 
being performed polling Spring stu- 
dents on their reasons for attending 
Spring Term. One question is 
whether the committee’s promotion 
was influential. 

Ford Stevenson, associate dean of 
Admissions/Records Services, said 
one of the preliminary pr ojections for 
the larger enrollment this spring is 


student compliance with the new stu- 
dent employment policy. The policy 
requires students to take at least one 
class to continue working at their on- 
campus jobs. 

Kristy Gertsch, 20, a business edu- 
cation major from Midway, said she is 
taking a tennis class Spring Term in 
order to continue working. “I love my 
job, and I would rather work here 
than at home. I like the relaxed atmo- 
sphere campus has right now and 
don’t mind taking a class to keep 
working.” 

Stevenson said he believes that one 
of the reasons students don’t take 
classes in the summer is for financial 
reasons. “Seventy-eight percent of 
the students who attend Fall/Winter 
classes and then go home during the 
summer, do so to earn money.” 

Mari Arnett, 20, a junior majoring 
in English from Idaho Falls, Idaho, 
said she would have liked to have 
taken classes at BYU Spring Term, 
but didn’t have the money at the time 
tuition was due. 

“T could’ve kept my job on campus 
by taking aclass but couldn’t come up 
with the money to pay for the one 
credit required to stay,” she said. 
“Also, I was feeling burnt out from 
Winter Semester and needed a 
break.”

Canyon beginning next spring. 
Utah’s legislature has appropriated 
$1 million to buy the Heber Creeper 
and get the train rolling. 

The train has been closed since 
February 1991 when the original 
owner, Lowell Ashton of Heber, 
could not maintain the payments in- 
volved in the business, said Scott 
Wright, mayor of Heber City. Ashton 
was not available for comment. 

The state agreed to purchase the 
Heber Creeper at the last legislative 
session in February. It was at this 
same session that the Heber Valley 
Historic Railroad Authority was cre- 
ated. This board consists of seven 
members who will run the Heber 
Creeper starting July 1. 

“Tt will take us until at least next 
spring before the tracks will be in

he could do for them). In the great 
universities of Europe the translated 
writings of the Arab philosophers 
were required reading. 

Until the end of-the 16th century, 
the curriculum of European medical 
schools was based on Ibn Sina’s great 
textbook Al-Qanun, “The Canon.” At 
a time when European doctors were 
still cutting a cross in the afflicted 
area of a patient in order to let the 
sickness or demon out, Arab doctors 
had already correctly diagnosed and 
described small pox, sketched the 
rudiments of the capillary system and 
developed a psychoanalytic therapeu- 
tie technique. In Baghdad, there 
were hospitals devoted to ophthal- 
mology, teaching and training new 
physicians and caring humanely for 
the insane. 

The Arab mathematician al- 
Khwarizmi (from whose name we 
derive “algorithm”) was the first to 
use non-numerical symbols to repre- 
sent numerical values; the term “alge- 
bra” (from al-jabr, “joining”) comes 
from the title of one of his books. 
From al-Khwarizmi the West also 
learned of Arabic numerals, including 
the crucial concept of zero. 

In his forum address Makdisi will 
focus on Arab institutions of higher 
education and their influence on the 
West.

JARRATT, Va. — Roger Keith 
Coleman, who gained international 
attention for his claims of inno- 
cence in the 1981 murder of his sis- 
ter-in-law, was executed in Vir- 
ginia’s electric chair Wednesday 
night. 

A doctor at Greensville Correc- 
tional Center pronounced Coleman 
dead at 11:38 p.m., prison 
spokesman Wayne Brown said. 

Coleman, 38, had failed a lie-de- 
tector test earlier Wednesday, and 
Gov. L. Douglas Wilder refused to 
reverse his decision denying 
clemency. 

Also Wednesday, the 4th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals refused to 
block the execution, and the U.S. 
Supreme Court, in a 7-2 ruling, de- 
nied a reprieve at 10:59 p.m., a 
minute before the execution ini- 
tially was scheduled. 

In a final statement read by 
James McCloskey, a private inves- 
tigator who worked for him, Cole- 
man said: “An innocent man is go- 
ing to be murdered tonight. When 
my innocence is proven, I hope 
America will realize the injustice of 
the death penalty as all other civi- 
lized countries have.”

Thailand government will back reforms 


BANGKOK, Thailand — Pressured by the nation’s revered king, a hum- 
bled Prime Minister Suchinda Kraprayoon promised Thursday to back demo- 
cratic reforms after the army failed to crush demonstrations against military 
dominance of the government. 

Suchinda also announced he was freeing opposition leader Chamlong 
Srimuang and thousands of other people arrested since mass anti-government 
rallies turned violent Sunday night. 

National television showed King Bhumibol Adulyadej lecturing Suchinda 
and Chamlong as they knelt before him at the royal palace. Suchinda and 
Chamlong then addressed the nation together, pledging to cooperate in find- 
ing a peaceful solution to the crisis, which left at least 40 dead and 600 
wounded. Suchinda freed Chamlong for the meeting with the king. 

Thousands of soldiers, supported by armored personnel carriers and jeeps 
mounted with machine guns, shot, beat and chased protesters for three days, 
but could not stamp out demonstrations demanding Suchinda’s resignation. 
Protesters were angry that Suchinda, a former military chief who led a coup 
last year, was appointed prime minister even though he was not elected to 
parliament in March elections. 

Bands of protesters continually roved through the streets, setting fires, 
smashing street lamps and taunting the troops in clashes centered on the 
Democracy Monument. 


Rudman doesn’t want to be Perot’s VP 


WASHINGTON — Retiring Sen. Warren Rudman said Wednesday he’s 
being hounded by an investigator checking his background, apparently as a 
possible vice presidential partner for Ross Perot. 

The New Hampshire Republican said he doesn’t want to be Perot’s running 
mate or anybody else’s. 

“T wouldn’t do it under any circumstances; for anybody,” Rudman said. 

Rudman said the Texas billionaire phoned him Wednesday morning to 
express concern about the inquiries and to vehemently deny ordering any such 
investigation. 

“Ross Perot told me unequivocally that he didn’t do it and didn’t know about 
it and didn’t authorize it. I’ve known Ross Perot for a number of years, and I 
think his word is very good,” Rudman said. 

Rudman said he remains convinced that the people snooping on him think 
they’re doing it on behalf of Perot’s expected independent presidential candi- 
dacy.

— A woman credits an episode of “The Simpsons” in 
helping to save her 8-year-old son’s life. 

Karen Bencze said Tuesday her 10-year-old son used the Heimlich maneu- 
ver on his choking brother. He learned the lifesaving maneuver by watching 
the show. 

Chris and Alex Bencze were home alone Friday when Alex began choking on 
an orange. 

Chris stood behind his brother and squeezed his chest until the fruit popped 
out. 

The cartoon episode opens with Homer gagging ona doughnut. Unlike Alex, 
Homer doesn’t get much help. He coughs up the doughnut as his friends at 
work look at a Heimlich maneuver poster — until they are distracted by a 
softball sign-up sheet. 

Fox publicist Antonia Coffman in Los Angeles said the episode “Homer at 
the Bat” aired Feb. 20. She had heard of one other instance where someone 
learned the maneuver from the show and used it on a choking victim. 


Senate approves voter registration bill 


WASHINGTON — The Senate on Wednesday passed 61-38 a bill requiring 
the automatic voter registration of people when they apply for drivers li- 
censes, or for welfare, unemployment, disability and other benefits. 

If enacted, the measure could add millions to the voter registration rolls 
around the country. 

Six Republicans joined 55 Democrats to pass the bill despite Bush adminis- 
tration claims it would lead to election fraud and pressure applicants for 
benefits to register for the party of power. 

GOP leaders predicted President Bush would veto it. 

Sponsors expect the House to veto the bill in the next two weeks. 

The bill also would require states to register voters by mail and would forbid 
them from removing names from registration rolls just because they did not 
vote in recent elections. 

The two states, Maine and Minnesota, that now allow voters to register on 
the.same.day.of an.election would-be.exempt from the law. elec 

“The purpose of our election process is not to test the fortitude of the voter, 
said Wendell Ford, D-Ky., the bill’s primary author, “but to discern the will of 
the majority.”

The novel uses historical charac- 
ters, such as Wild Bill Hickok, Buffalo 
Bill Cody, Porter Rockwell and 
Brigham Young, along with fictional 
characters to create a novel filled with 
adventure, romance and mystery. 

Vetterli said that though his ideas 
for the novel developed throughout 


the years, they had their beginnings 
25 years ago when he was a graduate 
student at UCLA. His master’s thesis 
dealt with the same topic. Since then, 
he and Gordon have worked on the 
novel whenever time permitted. 
Much of the work was done over the 
phone. The fruits of 25 years of labor 
hit bookstores last October. 

Vetterli said the novel does not con- 
tain any Mormon doctrine, but rather 
is about “people caught up in an unfor- 
tunate event in American history.” 

The war secretary in the novel 
states, “It’s no wonder they (the Mor- 
mons) are fed up with a government 
that has repeatedly denied them 
equal protection under the law. 
Brigham Young has publicly vowed 
that his people will never again be 
driven from their homes, while Wash- 
ington turns a blind eye to justice.” 

The literary world has given the 
novel good reviews, calling it “most 
readable and highly recommended.” 
A reviewer for Kirkus Reviews wrote 
that the novel contains “much action, 
fascinating politics, complex charac- 
ters and historical figures who speak 
English rather than history.” 


This is the first novel that Vetterli 
has written, and he is pleased with its 
success. Gordon has a long list of 
screenplays and motion pictures to

Chips may disappear fast this weekend

Americans will consume more 
potato chips this Memorial Day week- 
end than during any other weekend 
this year, a prominent Utah business- 
man told BYU students Tuesday. 

J. Myron Walker, president and 
owner of Country Crisp Foods, said, 
“The average American consumes six 
and a half pounds of potato chips per 
year,” while the “average in Utah is 
eight and a half pounds.” 

Walker spoke to students enrolled 
in the Marriott School of Manage- 
ment’s Executive Lecture Series 
class about his company’s involve- 
ment in the $13 billion snack food in- 
dustry. 

Country Crisp Foods, based in Salt 
Lake City, is the only independently 
owned snack food company remaining 
in the western United States. 


The .company’s most successful 
product, potato chips, has had a lot of 
attention recently because of the nu- 
tritional issue, which includes the 
concern over the salt and fat content, 
Walker said. 

“The potato has a pretty good nu- 
tritional profile and most of this goes 
through into the potato chip through 
the cooking process,” he said. 

Although potato chips have been 
called junk food and empty calories, 
he said, “almost 30 percent of the pop- 
ulation, because of their work habits 
and the fact that they perspire, need 
salt.” 

Walker said about 20 percent of 
Americans, those in poor health, 
should stay away from salty snack 
foods, and 30 percent need the salt 
from potato chips. 

For the remaining 50 percent, 
Walker said, “It ain’t going to make a 
difference, so enjoy life.”
